The Home Rule Act (which all Irishmen 
, Row reject) is only held in leash by a 
fastexpiring time limit. The Goverument 
has promised to srbstitute other legisla- 
tion. for it, and is being pressed to keep 
its promise by Irish Nationalists, by men 
of various parties in Great Britain, and 
by a large body of public opinion in the 

United States. In these circumstances 
Sir Edward Carson has come to Unionist 
Ulster with the object of reviving the for- 
midable and elaborate organisation against 
Home Rule that existed before the. war. 
Many things have happened in the last 
five years, and Sir Edward Carson is not 
one of those .who ignore facts 
which they do not like. He began his 
address to the Ulster Unionist Council 
yesterday by telling it that he had “an 
uncomfortable feeling ” about the Irish 
question. In 1914 the whole Unionist 
Party, including the present leader of the 
House of Commons, stood behind Unionist 
Ulster. To-day a large section of the 
party supports the demand for an Irish 
settlement ; and, although it still honours 
the repeated pledges against coercion, 
there is much loose talk of an “ imposed” 
solution. Such talk makes Sir Edward 
Carson feel “uncomfortable "’; but it has 
not shaken his purpose or convictions. 
“He urged his followers to be ready 
to resist any attack upon their 
rights and liberties, from any quarter, by 
every means in their power. He asked 
the British people to realise that any 
attempt to impose an arbitrary “ settle- 
ment’ on Unionist Ulster must be 
grossly unfair to that community, fatal 
to the peace of all Ireland, and injurious 
to Imperial interests. Sir Edward Car- 
son's threats, as. his critics will call

abuse and anger; but for all men who 
it is his arguments which are really im- 
portant... If those arguments are sound, 
Unionist Ulster has a good case, which 
no British Government—U nionist, Liberal, 
or Labour—can refuse to recognise.
